son policies. 


But Sen. Eugene J. M cCarthy, 
who drew an unexpectedly high 
42 per cent of the New Hamp­ 
shire D em ocratic vote, said he 
won't pull out of the race what­ 
ever the New Yorker decides to 
do. 
“ He’s been reassessing his po­ 
sition all along the w ay,” Mc­ 
Carthy 
told newsmen after 
a 
20-minute meeting with Kenne­ 
dy. “ I said I intended to stay in 
the prim aries and in the ra c e ,” 


the Minnesotan added 
A close aide said Kennedy will 
m ake his decision by M arch 22, 
the deadline for entering 
the 
May 28 Oregon prim ary. And 
Kennedy said if he runs he prob­ 
ably would have to cam paign 
actively in the prim aries.

The Escanaba Municipal Court, w i t h Assistant 
Judge Robert Hansley sitting in the absence of Judge 
James Fitzharris, recently handled a case in which six 
Rapid River youths were charged with having beer 
in their car. 
The case has caused quite a bit of connnenl in the 
Rapid River area, where there’s been a rumor that two 
students of Rapid River High School were given special 
treatment by the court so they could continue to play 
basketball, with the tournaments coming on.

The Escanaba Daily Press' in q u iry into the case re­ 
veals that there is no truth whatever in any such rumor; 
tile boys were required as a part of the disciplining 
which brought dismissal of the charges against them 
in municipal court, to resign their class oft ices and to 
drop out of athletics. They were lost to the team. 
School officials, who took part in the presentation 
to the court along with clergymen and parents of the 
youths, believe that the court acted wisely. The youths 
were spared a police record, they are being punished 
by curtailment of their school activities and honors in a 
way that is forceful without being hurtful to whole­ 
some growth and maturation.

But what of the other four? 
One was a juvenile, age IB; he disappeared into the 
news limbo of juvenile court. 
The other three were not in school. They pleaded 
guilty and were fined $25 each. Tile court did not hear 
their cases; just processed the fines. They have a police 
record now. It may seem a little thing and only a harm­ 
less prank of a kind indulged by thousands of American 
kids every year. But it may haunt them as an item on a 
personnel card if they apply for a position of trust some 
years from now.

The three who paid fines were older than the stu­ 
dents. It is at least inferred that they were leaders in 
the misadventure, but the car was driven by one of the 
students. The five were dealt with judicially or. the same 
set of facts, but they got greatly varied treatment. 
A fault appears to have been the dealing with the 
rases piecemeal by the court, and not as a joint offense. 
Another appears to have been the lack of concern by 
parents and clergy for the three who pleaded guilty. 
And it would have been helpful to public confidence in 
the court to have had it exercise more concern for equal­ 
ity of treatment.

U.S. Mails Aid 
Draft Dodging 
to 
one 


NEW YORK (NEA)— By an 
Ironic bit of circumstance, the 
United States 
Post Office is 
currently assisting a major un­ 
derground campaign which en­ 
courages draft violators to seek 
sanctuary and “new life” in 
conscription-free Canada 
The 
mails 
have 
recently 
been distributing thousands of 
copies of a Canadian booklet 
titled “Manual for Draft Age 
Immigrants” to scores of col­ 
leges, high schools and many 
militant 
protest 
organizations 
throughout the States. 
The 
132-page booklets ex­ 
plain

beneiits 
young people can allegedly as­ 
sume if they snub army induc­ 
tion and escape to the north. 
Five thousand manuals have 
been printed and mailed by a 
group of American expatriates 
who have clustered under the 
name “Toronto Anti-Draft Pro­ 
gramme.” one of 23 similar or­ 
ganizations presently operating 
in the provinces.

EAST LANSING. — Family

Michigan State University’s 
college 
of 
Home 
Economics, 
which 
has offered 
home ec­ 
onomics programs for more than 
70 years, has established a new 
undergraduate program in com­ 
munity services. The new pro­ 
gram expands the home ec­ 
onomics extension major form­ 
erly offered by MSU. 
“ Growth 
in 
federal, 
slate, 
local, and private program of 
aid 
to families with 
limited 
resources,” 
points 
out 
Miss 
Esther Everett of the MSU Col­ 
lege of Home Economics, “ have 
brought about a need for home 
economists trained in commun­ 
ity work.” 
In addition to preparing un­ 
dergraduates for existing com­ 
munity services jobs, she ex­ 
plains, MSU wants to anticipate 
the needs of communities of the 
future. Miss Everett serves as 
adviser for the new program. 
The new major should be of 
interest to the growing number 
of college student, both men 
and women, who want to help 
others. The program will also 
interest former students who 
wish to complete an undergra­ 
duate degree. 
Students select continuing ed­ 
ucation, family services or hous­ 
ing and related services as areas 
of 
concentration. 
They 
also 
take College of Home Econo­ 
mics programs in foods and 
nutrition, textiles and clothing, 
child development and home 
management, and the family. 
“ Our academic program pro­ 
vides theoretical as well as 
practical experience in com­ 
munity services,” Miss Everett 
explains. 
“ Actual 
experience 
will be gained during the stu­ 
dent’s senior year through work 
with community agencies.” 
Mrs. James Bowker of Ann 
Arbor, is a good example of 
the new breed of home ec­ 
onomists. A recipient of the M 
A. degree in Home Economics 
from MSU, she is supervisor of 
Homemaking Service, a com­ 
munity agency under the au­ 
spices of family services organ­ 
izations in Ann Arbor and Ypsi­ 
lanti. 
As a home economist, Mrs. 
Bowker is in charge of pro­ 
grams for new mothers, train­ 
ing of young girls to take over 
home duties during emergen­ 
cies, and assistance to the eld­ 
erly.
